A DECORATOR SPEAKS HIS MIND 


Its uptoyou and 
your decorator 


BY WILLIAM BALDWIN 


If you have marvelous taste and know 
exactly what you want, you don’t need a 
decorator. Some of the prettiest rooms 
To strain out alt Vve seen have been done by one woman 
all by herself. But it’s very difficult for 
most people to do things for themselves.

real job. 
There are so many beautiful things today 


that to strain out all but what’s best for 
you is a real job. A decorator’s job. 


) ou should only go to a decorator whose work you 
have seen and believe in. You might be tempted to 
approach someone with a fashionable name. But if his taste 
doesn't match up with yours, his name won't make up for it. 
You must also like each other. I know some decorators who 
say they'd like to murder their clients, and I suspect some 
clients feel the same way about their decorators. I don't know 
how you can create harmony out of such violent discord. Of 
course there will be times when you disagree. But if you begin 


with mutual respect, you will not be afraid to be frank. 


When I think something is exactly right, I gather all my 
forces to explain why. If you disagree, you should be equally 
firm and rational. Emotionalism never solves anything. Neither 


| does being too pliable. Some people let their decorators do 


things they don't really like. Then later they say “I just hate 
that sofa, but my decorator made me get it." That is as foolish 
as saying "They made me get drunk last night at the party." 


There's no reason to feel embarrassed 
about not liking something. Your decora- 
tor must learn what you don't like as well 
as what you do. I think it’s adorable when

You should 
specify your budget without hesitating. 1 have an obligation 
to keep within that budget and still produce the most charming 


room | can conceive. A small budget never meant small style. 


I think it’s criminal to show a client something she can’t afford. 


There is only one exception: if I find something so right and so 
beautiful that it would really make the whole room. Once 1 
found a magnificent French writing table, and I told my client: 
"I know it would have to be over and above the budget, but 
what would you think of buying this instead of, say, a new fur 
coat?” Then it was up to her to decide whether or not the table 


was worth it to her.

SAYS PAUL RUDOLPH 


PAUL RUDOLPH, former 
chairman of the department 


of architecture at Yale Uni- 
versity, is 50 years old and 


has been winning architec- 


tural prizes since he was 22. 

He is widely credited 
with changing many con- 
cepts of residential, educa- 
tional, and industrial de- 
sign in this country. The 
Milam residence in Jackson- 
ville, Fla., and Endo Labora- 
tories in Garden City, N. Y., 
are among the designs for 


which he has been cited. 


Do you think of your designs 
for houses as seulptural? 


Sculpture is not architecture 
and architecture is not sculpture. 
Never. They are distinct and sepa- 
rate things. Architecture is to be 
used and must satisfy functions, 
some very much down to earth. 
Sculpture never has to be used, 
and its requirements are in a 
sense quite opposite. For instance, 
the whole idea of cubism is im- 
plicit in the house on page 122. 
It’s the simultaneous view, the cut- 
ting through, the transparent vol- 
umes, the relationship of planes 
that interact. You no longer think 
of rooms as having four walls, a 
floor, and a ceiling. But I would 
insist that it's not sculptural in the 
sense of sculpture. 


What is most important 
in residential architecture? 


It is the appropriateness of 
things. To search out differences, 
to find the really unique in a given 
situation, and to get at its essence. 
Architecturally, the country vacil- 
lates between meaningless con- 
formity and superficial innova- 
tions. Often the same thing is built 
in San Francisco as in New York 
City, even though the climate, the 
terrain, the light, the psychology 
of the people, everything is differ- 
ent. I’m pleased when people say 
of me, he doesn’t know what he 
wants to do because every build- 
ing is quite different from every 
other one. 

What in your opinion is the 


most successiul building 
material? 


One problem is that we have 
almost too many materials. The 
best architect always uses the few-

that goes for towns, too. The Mediterranean hill towns are 
built entirely of one material, and they're marvelous. Beacon 
Hill in Boston is built all out of brick, and it remains one of 
the most humane places. Each person didn’t build with a 
different material, they used the same material in most imagi- 
native ways, so that the whole is always more important than 
the individual parts. Houses which have 25 different materials 
on the inside and another 35 on the outside are just repulsive. 
Usually they are using materials as a substitute for ideas, 


which of course never works. 


Will the architecture of the future be different 
because of new uses of materials? 


We are working on prefabricated modules, an adaptation 
of the mobile home, which I regard as the twentieth-century 
brick. Completely finished units have heating, electricity, 
plumbing, ventilating, as well as the structure, totally manu- 
factured in the factory, shipped down the road and put 
together in an infinite number of ways on the site. For 
centuries a brick has been 215 by 8 by 4 inches—a man 
can pick it up in his hand. If you make it much bigger, the 
man’s hand becomes tired, so that’s its size. But now that’s 
no more, There is emerging in this country a new brick, and 


и all the things everybody wants built in. 1/8 up to 


us to fizure out how to use it. And it’s related, interestingly 


enough, to the highway. No architect determined the size of 


this twentieth-century brick, the lawyers did. It’s 12 feet wide, 


because that’s the maximum you can ship down the road, and 
it's 56 feet long because that’s a maximum, and it’s about 
11 feet high because overpass clearances are. And propor- 
tions be hanged, that's the way it is. So you have to rise above 
what all these lawyers and highway engineers have deter- 
mined. Out of the American road is emerging a series of 
dimensions which will be as powerful in the United States 
as the 3-foot-by-6-foot module is in Japanese tradition. That 
is American domestic architecture of the present and future 
as far as I’m concerned. 

Also, the twentieth-century brick is not just something 
for the poor, but for the rich as well. I think we will build 


expensively as well as inexpensively with such units. I long 


to build a mobile home structure on Park Avenue—the most 


expensive apartment house in America. 


Are there advantages to remodeling over 
constructing a new building? 


In certain cases, remodeling makes a great deal of 


sense, and im other cases it makes no sense. I don't really 
call the townhouse you are showing a remodeling. . . . I would 
call it a renewal although it’s surprising how much of the 
existing timbers and roof structure we kept. A lot of buildings 
are torn down that should be remodeled or renewed in 
imaginative ways. On the other hand, remodeling can be very 
expensive. I just don't think I can generalize. 

The materials used in the townhouse, with the exception 
of the slate floor, are very inexpensive. It’s really just plaster. 
The sidewalls were used, and with the exception of the

sunken portion the entire first floor was kept. We simply 
removed other floors or raised or lowered them.

much better and more interesting, but it’s illegal for the most 
part today. But my point is that the sense of luxury doesn't 


come from materials but from the use of space and light. 


Would you say there's a revolution 
ahead in residential design? 


I’m really surprised at how little innovation there is in 
house design today. The single family house is a small enough 
entity so that great imagination can be brought to bear on it, 
especially in vacation houses which many people now have. 
In America, the single family house has been a kind of prov- 
ing ground for architects who, if they are any good, go on to 
other things. Innovations today are much less emphatic than 
they were in, say, the-3U's or even in the 40's and 50's. Par- 
tially it’s because the real architectural problems in the U.S. 
are not individual houses. They have to do with housing of 


many people and rebuilding cities humanistically. 


Do you think the single family house 
is a disappearing breed? 


Definitely. There is no question about it. If only for the 
reason that we're running out of land. 

However, I would never subscribe to the thesis that 
people in cluster housing or multi-story housing cannot have 


privacy. I feel that one can have privacy, but we just don't 


know how to do that yet, or we haven't been allowed to do it, 
which would. be a better way to put it. A great deal more 
imagination must be brought to bear on structural and spatial 
innovations, lighting—the whole way one lives. 


How would you advise someone 


to choose an architect? 

Well, I’m quite often asked that question, and 1 am 
usually very specific in suggesting people who seem to have 
great potential and would be equal to the job. It’s very im- 
portant, of course, to match the project with somebody to 
whom it would mean a great deal, so one would benefit from 
their enthusiasm and drive. Enthusiasm is the most important 


thing to both the owner and to the architect. 


What should client and architect discuss first? 
How the spaces should work 
or how the house should look? 


Some people come with well documented written pro- 
grams, some are extremely vague about what it is they want. 
I usually urge clients to write down what they want in terms

Wild and wonderful, a centerpiece put together in amusing 
defiance of the sere season: On a round wooden plate, a round 
loaf of bread speared with skinny Italian bread sticks, lots 
of duck and turkey feathers, and sprays of wheat—a combi- 
nation plumage-and-porcupine pin cushion and surprisingly 
good looking. If you want to be more formal, you could cover 
a mound of oasis with sphagnum moss and spike it with 
peacock feathers, money plant, and lavender statice, rounded 


out with dried babies’-breath. 


Now is the time for parties with a punch—brandy, fish-house, 
milk, whatever—and Dorothy Thorpe has designed a just- 
right set for serving it. The clear glass punch bowl, deeper 
than most, and its matching cups all sport a wide band of 
satin-finished silver around the rim. And Bergdorf Goodman, 


where I found them, also has matching snack sets in white 


china—a plate-cum-cup, the cup completely lined with silver. 
It struck me that the plate could also be used with the punch 
cup, getting along together as well as they do, to give the 
eggnog drinker, for example, a convenient repository for 
hors d’oeuvres. 


Now is the time, too, for large parties—my time of year for 
getting together all those people T wish I'd seen more of 
during the past several months. The new Terra Major Gourmet 
ware turned out by Architectural Pottery of Los Angeles satis- 
fies my expansive hospitality nobly. These stoneware serving 
dishes in subtly mottled natural earth tones called “terra 
umbra” make a natural background for food and a neutral 
accompaniment to plates of any description. And the series 
includes some superb shapes and sizes for anyone who is think- 
ing big. My three favorite biggies are the 12-quart casserole: 
the deep 18-inch-diameter footed bowl; and the banquet-size

too.) I’m especially fond of the footed bowl—great for serv- 
ing stews and chowders since the pedestal base serves as a 


trivet, like some huge Oriental serving dish.

central air 
conditioning 


What most people don’t realize is how really comfortable they 
es, soft pillows, and just-right 


can be today. But good mattr 
chairs are only half the story. The most important thing is 


comfortable air and here is how you go about getting it. 
THE BASICS 


Achieving total comfort is a matter of addition. All of us have 
heated air in our houses in cold weather—no argument about 
that. The next step—cooled air in summer —should come as 
no surprise. But total comfort includes much more than just 
heating and cooling. You can control the humidity in your 
house all year round. You can clear the air of pollen and dust. 
And now you can even arrange to have air that is constantly 
fragrant. But you can enjoy all of these blessings only if you 
have central air conditioning. (Window air conditioners used 
to be the only possibilities for cooling an apartment but in 
many of the old buildings that are turning into cooperatives it 
is possible to have central air conditioning installed through- 
out individual apartments, provided there is a place like a 
large closet or small extra bedroom for the equipment.) 
Would it be a big job to install central air conditioning 
in the house you live in now? That depends on your current 
heating system. lf it is warm air (а furnace with ducts and 
registers). the addition of the other comfort elements can be 


surprisingly simple. If you have a hot water system (a boiler 


with pipes and radiators), it will be somewhat more compli- 
cated. Since you can’t send chilled air through the pipes, 
ducts will have to be installed to carry the cool air through- 
out the house. They may have to be snaked through closets 
and between ceilings and floors which can take a lot of time 
and make a bit of a mess. But these short term discomforts 
will soon be forgotten when you achieve total comfort for 


the long term. 
AIR COOLING 


Chances are you will want what is called a split system. One 
half of it, the evaporator coils, housed in a box about as big 
as a man’s two-suiter, fits on top of the furnace. The other 
half, called a condenser-compressor (another metal box that 
measures about 2 feet high by 3 feet long and 2/ feet wide) 


sits outdoors on a concrete slab close to the house. The evap- 
orator coils chill the air by removing the heat from it. The 


cooled air goes into the duct system; the heat is diverted to 
the condenser-compressor unit and blown out into the outdoor 
air by a fan. This cooling equipment runs about $600 to $800 
— which does not include ductwork or labor.

Everybody may not know it, but there is a Dow Jones Index 
for art works. It does not emanate from Wall Street but from 
Bond Street, not from New York but from London. And to 
complete the catalogue of small differences, this art index, 


ars ago, has gone nowhere but up. 


since its inception two y 

Published every other month by the Times of London 
and Sotheby’s—the world-famous English auction house that 
owns New York’s top auction rooms, Parke-Bernet—the 
Times-Sotheby Index charts the public sale prices of blue- 
chip works of art such as Impressionist paintings and Old 
Master prints. Although sales at auction represent only 5 per- 
cent of the buying and selling activity in the art world, the 
Index reflects the trend of art prices rather accurately. 

Investing in art can provide capital gains, but no income 
in the stock market sense. The dividends are that you can 
look at and enjoy your acquisitions while they are (hopefully ) 
rising in value. 

Some people feel guilty about investing in art, rather 
than simply appreciating it. But in Europe, where currency 
fluctuations are frequent compared to the relative immo vility 
of the dollar, buying art for investment purposes is a common 
hedge, not regarded as even mildly tinged with callousness. 

Until the recent art buying boom, which has spread far 
bevond the very rich, something in our Puritan tradition 
made many Americans reluctant to spend anything at all on 
art. It just wasn’t useful enough to be worth the money, the 


sentiment ran. Now, ironically, the fact that art can be an ex- 


cellent investment as well as a source of pleasure has wic ened 
the art audience. Collectors who begin with capital gains and 
tax deductions foremost in their minds turn into art lovers. 
(The current market price of art works donated to museums 
and universities can be deducted as charitable contributions, 
up to 30 percent of one’s income. The tax reform bill may out- 


law such deductions, however, with effects on the art market 


that remain to be seen.) 


ART PRIGES AND THE STOCK MARKET 


Do fluctuations in the art market parallel the movement 
of the stock market? Short term, no; intermediate term, yes, 
according to Peregrine Pollen, the witty Eton and Oxford 
man who is president of Parke-Bernet and a partner of 
Sotheby’s and who has deflated the pomposity and inflated 
the chic of New York auction-going. Immediately after a stock 
slump, art prices are likely to jump. As in the case of Euro- 


peans hedging against currency changes, the art market be- 


comes a refuge from stocks. But fairly soon, if the stock 
market were to stay down, art prices would probably drift 


off with stocks.

connoisseur would know and an auction catalogue or repu- 
table dealer should tell you just which details made the “Mel- 
ancholia” discernible as a “first state” print. Since Gothic 
German prints, good Diirers and good Rembrandts are be- 
coming scarce, eighteenth-century prints by Tiepolo, Canalet- 


to, and Piranesi are booming, too. 


COLLECTING MODERN PRINTS 


Modern prints come in signed, numbered editions of 
perhaps, twenty-five or fifty sheets. Because, like all prints, 
they are “multiple originals," they are usually far cheaper 
than drawings, which are one of a kind, unique. But collectors 
of prints by twentieth-century masters sometimes behave like 
stamp collectors. They like to fill in gaps by acquiring any 
issues they do not have, thus pushing up prices of certain 
editions and subsequently. the whole market. Because of this, 
it is a little known and curious fact that a 1967 Picasso en- 


graving might well cost more than a 1967 Picasso drawing of 


the same size. Drawings, in such cases, can be a good buy. 

Purchasing wildly in an area that is becoming hotly 
fashionable does not always work. Whistler's sensitive etch- 
ings, out of fashion for decades, are now highly valued once 
again. But that does not mean that anything and everything 
among late nineteenth-century prints is also increasing vastly 
in value. Etching was the do-it-yourself fad of Edwardian 
England (“Come up and see my etchings” used to refer to 
prints etched by the lecherous host, not to his art collection) , 
and there is a lot of amateur junk around. 

When buying contemporary art for investment or sheer 
pleasure, the best judges or tipsters are neither dealers, nor 
s themselves. They 


critics. nor museum curators but the artis 
see the work of their colleagues first and have uncanny—or 
perhaps just professionally sensitive—instincts for quality 
and originality. An artist respected by a number of other 


artists is usually going places. Art dealers rely on artists’ ad- 


vice when they want to add new artists to their regular stables. 


A GUESS AT THE FUTURE 


What is coming up on the market that will be fashionable 
and more expensive soon? My guesses would include Ameri- 
can painters of the 193078 and 194078 who have been more or 
less ignored during the enthusiasm for the American Abstract 
Expressionists of the 19507, 

Another just burgeoning category is comprised of signed 
or signed-on-the-matte prints by master photographers. For 
years, the Museum of Modern Art, the Metropolitan, the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts, and the Art Institute of Chicago 
have collected photographs by names like Matthew Brady, 
Stieglitz, Steichen, Atget, Edward Weston, Ansel Adams, 
Brassai, Cartier-Bresson, and many others. Now, suddenly, 
two New York galleries are dealing in photographs—one 
handling photographs exclusively, one in addition to Ameri- 
can painting. The most convincing sign of rising prices in 
this area: last spring, for the first time, photographs were 


included in an auction at Parke-Bernet.

It is as natural for the collector to think that he has re-invented col- 
lecting as it is for the lover to think that he has re-invented love. 
When he looks at what he has on the wall, all precedents are an- 
nulled, all parallels invalid: he is the nonpareil, here and now. 
Waiting for the lights to change at the corner of Madison and Fifty- 
seventh, he looks at his great predecessors as if through the butt 
end of a telescope. Distantly, and very small, he sees Charles I of 
England in touch with his agents in Venice, Catherine the Great of 
Russia in correspondence with Diderot about her latest acquisi- 
tions, Cardinal Mazarin promenading a favored visitor through 
his private picture gallery, and the brothers Goncourt holding court 
in their grenier d’Auteuil—an upper room in a leafy suburb of 
Paris, where top-class drawings by Watteau and Fragonard shared 
the honors with a pioneer collection of Japanese prints. He envies 
none of them. They and their collections are dead. He and his are 
alive, and collecting in his case may take—no, has already taken— 
a completely new turn, 

It has and it hasn’t, of course. It is perfectly true that no one 
has ever before housed in the name of art anything quite like a 
40-foot horizontal stripe painting by Kenneth Noland, or a big- 
scale light-piece by Dan Flavin, or one of Robert Morris’s hanging 
felt sculptures. These would disconcert Mariette, put Augustus of 
Saxony off his food, and make Sir Richard Wallace run for cover 
to that inmost room in his house where Titian’s “Venus and Androm- 
eda” hung over the bath. A collection of work done in the late 
Nineteen Sixties does not so much rival the great collections of the 
past as propose new standards of validity. It tends, also, to domi- 
neer. It drives out earlier work. When Professor William Rubin 
hung great American paintings of the Nineteen Fifties and Sixties 
in his re-constituted loft on lower Broadway they blasted every- 
thing else off the wall. Only the Egyptian grammar, so dauntingly 
displayed on its lectern, was left to argue the case for interests of

With its pool and gardens, the vacation house of Mrs. Enid A. 
Haupt, editor and publisher of Seventeen, covers about three- 
quarters of a Palm Beach, Fla. acre. Yet the property seems 
boundless—because beauty (which can hardly be measured by 
the square foot) is every where, reflecting Mrs. Haupt’s love of 
all things horticultural, her passion for orchids (“there must 
be a better word than orchid fancier,” she says with a laugh), 
and her enjoyment of contemporary art. This she collects on 
a names-don't-count basis. She buys what she likes—often the 
early work of artists who later become world renowned. The 
house and grounds also reflect Mrs. Haupt’s talent for editing 
which she doesn’t confine to the written word. She likes to edit 
nature, too—with judicious pruning, for example, to empha- 
size the form of a tree trunk that twists into coils like a cobra, 
or with tape and string to confirm the delicate curve of an 
orchid from her greenhouse. 

Each tree, orchid, painting, and objet dart is carefully 
placed to compose a marvelous medley. Yet each beautiful 
thing stands out on its own—a feat helped enormously by all- 
white backgrounds: walls, ceilings, stone floors in the house; 
gravel and concrete “like wall-to-wall carpeting” outside. With 
white virtually everywhere, “nothing interferes with the art 
or the flowers,” says Mrs. Haupt. The result is a garden with 
enough delightful vistas and vignettes to inspire a good-size 


outdoor art show, and rooms that look like still lifes come alive. 


In the poolside garden, right, the emphasis is on the “architec ture” of 
each tree and plant. Two huge ficus trees are pruned to bring out the 
sculptural quality of their trunks. In contrast, a crown of thorns, 
unruly, naturally wild, is allowed to flourish unpruned except for a 
few blossoms cut now and then for the house. Between widely spaced 


geraniums, a marble sculpture by Signori. On the roof over the din- 


ing loggia, a hedge of ficus grows in a copper-lined trough. At night, 


lighting dramatizes the precise forms and calm white backgrounds.

When Francis L. Kellogg was a boy, the old tumble-down sawmill on his 
family's 100-acre homestead in Bedford Village, N. Y. was his playhouse 
until the day his parents declared it unsafe—and off limits.

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Wash and scrub the clams and soak them for 
an hour. Poach the linguica in water to cover 
for 10 minutes, then remove, cool, take off 
the casing and crumble the sausage roughly. 
Heat the oil in a large deep heavy pan 
(it should be deep enough to hold the clams, 
covered) and sauté the onions, garlic, papri- 
ka, and chili pepper until the onions are soft 
and golden, but not browned, about 5 min- 
utes. Mix in the pepper. bay leaves. tomato 
paste, tomatoes, wine, and ham. Bring to a 
boil, reduce heat, and simmer 20 minutes, or 
until the flavors are well blended. If there 
is too much liquid in the skillet (the clams 
will exude their own juice), boil briskly until 
it is reduced and the sauce thick. Put the 
clams on top of the sauce, cover tightly and 
steam until the shells open, about 10 min- 
utes; discard any clams that do not open. 
Put the opened clams in deep soup plates, 
sprinkle them with the chopped coriander 
or parsley and pour the sauce over them. Pro- 
vide plenty of crusty bread to mop up the 
juices. Serves 4 to 6. 
Note: Clams inevitably yield up some sand, 
however well they are cleaned, and if you 
really can’t stand a little bit at the bottom 
of your sauce, it is best to steam the clams 
separately, then strain their broth through a 
linen towel or cheesecloth to remove the sand 


and mix it into the sauce.

Pour in any juices that have drained from the 
cut up chicken. Simmer gently on top of the 
stove or bake at 350° for 40 minutes until 
tender. 

Meanwhile, sauté the mushroom caps in 
the remaining butter over high heat, season- 
ing them with salt, pepper, and a squeeze of 
lemon juice.

sumed too young. Two years in your cellar will make them 
taste dramatically better. Stick to the well-known growers of 
northern California and insist on varietal grape types which 
are listed below in order of merit. 


Unlike Europe, the weather in California is relatively 


constant from year to year and you never obtain the dramatic 
differences in quality from vintage to vintage. Though there 
are some differences, the function of a date on a California 
wine indicates the year that the grapes were picked and you 
can thus determine whether you are contending with a young 
or old wine. This can be important because California red 


wines take relatively longer to mature than those in Europe. 


The vintage date only appears on the very best wines of 


the vineyards. There is a great reward for the consumer if he 
buys a Cabernet Sauvignon dated 1966 and lays it away in 
his own cellar for two years. Usually, when a vineyard keeps 


the wine for you, the price of the wine will be at least double.

I was touched, not long ago. by the great 
good humor with which Robert Scull produced the album of 
photographs (bound, by the way, in yellow steer’s hide) that 
was 19697 equivalent of the Jasper Johns bronzes, the monu- 
mental paintings by Stella, and the big steel sculptures by 
Robert Morris that are among the earlier trophies at 1010 
Fifth Avenue. To that extent, there has been a genuine change 
in the nature of collecting on both sides of the Atlantic.

Nor do I really believe that either the very large formats 
common to much New York paintings or the amalgam of 
painting, sculpture, and mixed-media work can be said to 
constitute a new departure in collecting or an invasion of the 
house on terms not previously ratified. What they do mark 
is a break with a tradition that is of quite recent date—that 
of the manageable apartment with its manageable works of 
art that did not too much intrude themselves. That sort of 
thing came in with the Barbizon school, carried on with the 
Impressionists and post-Impressionists, and was not too 
much put out even by cubist or surrealist painting. There 
were enormous pictures of supreme quality during the period 
1830 to 1945, but they were exceptions: Courbet's “Atelier,” 


Cézanne's “Grandes Baigneuses," Matisse's “Bathers by the 


River," Picasso's *Guernica." And when American painters 


came along in the Nineteen Fifties and began to work habitu- 
ally on canvases half or one-third the size of those of Veronese 
or Tintoretto people threw up their hands as if nothing of the 
kind had ever happened in painting before. 

There was also a certain general discomfiture when it 
turned out that the new and very good art of the Nineteen 
Sixties was not going to stay flat on the wall and wait for the 
conversation to flag before asserting itself. It was not simply 
a matter of the picture stepping out into the room, as it did 
with artists as various as Jasper Johns and Ellsworth Kelly 
and James Rosenquist. It was a matter of the house itself 
being subtly subverted. A soft ty pewriter, a soft toilet, and 


a complete set of meats, all by Oldenburg. could not be 


treated quite as a Degas pastel or a painting of modest size 
by Mary Cassatt had heen treated since the heyday of Mrs. 
Havemeyer. An old order—the old order, some said—was 
overthrown. 


European collectors did not make quite such heavy 


weather of these innovations. I remember how in Bruss s, 
home of the plump and tender cut of young lamb, Oldenburg's 
meats were perfectly at their ease in the house of Pierre 
Janlet. In Bruges—a town most often seen in terms of Mem- 
ling and of a dream of running water and old stone—Dr. 
Hubert Peeters has insinuated an important pop collection 
without stress or strain into a grand bourgeois house of the 
late nineteenth century. But then Dr. Peeters is exceptional in 
every context. What other collector can claim to have had an

So perhaps there is a divide, after all. It separates those 
who try to do “the same, only better” from those whose 
object is a completely new life style. When Stavros Niarchos 
bought the Hotel de Chanaleilles in Paris in 1956. he bought 
a dilapidated folly that had been allowed to go quietly into 
decay. In no time at all Mr. and Mrs. Niarchos gave it the 
kind of high gloss that in the eighteenth century would have 
been beyond the reach of even unlimited wealth. To this 
they added paintings from El Greco and Goya to Cézanne and 
Rouault, a silver dinner service from Berkeley Castle, a silver- 
gilt toilet set that had belonged to the Empress Josephine, and 
a Savonnerie carpet that Louis XV is thought to have given 
to his father-in-law, Stanislas Leczinski. That is one way of 
"living with art." and I doubt if there was a time in history 
at which it could be done quite so expeditiously. 

The other way is quite different. Let me epitomize it with 
the following composite and quite imaginary apartment, A 
far extreme from the super-polite Hotel de Chanaleilles, it is 
a disused gymnasium in the East Village. Punch ball and 
parallel bars have been left as they were beneath a high, 
glassed and vaulted roof. Changing rooms have been equipped 
with communal baths of Japanese design. Facilities for fenc- 


ing and boxing remain, and the black belt judo expert calls 


every Thursday. A large scrap metal sculpture by John Cham- 
berlain perches like the Winged Victory of Samothrace on a 


cornice that was put up in 1885 and has mysteriously survived 


to this day. The great bare waxed floor is empty, but a flotilla 
of tortoise-like pieces by Robert Breer crawls to and fro 
across its length and breadth. The 7-foot-high Open-E-Ze bag 
is by Alex Hay. The contents of the picture gallery are 
changed continuously; this week a combine-painting by 
Rauschenberg is back from the restorer, who has given it the 
kind of attention Uccello’s frescoes got in Florence in the 
early Nineteen Fifties. There is a great deal of elaborate kitch- 
en equipment and the ice box would feed sixty. but by 
bourgeois standards there is no furniture at all and the libra- 
ry. which is very choice indeed, is in the airing cupboard, 
There are no curtains, but as the windows begin 12 feet from 
the floor this presents no problems of decorum. The invisible 
barrier that in earlier apartments separated art from life is 
nowhere to be seen, or sensed, and indeed it does not exist, 
Art is there to be lived with, not looked at. It is not an alter- 
native to life but a part of it. It is not a background, and not 
a foreground, it is part of a continuum. And it is present as a 
source of energy and not as a medal for being alert, or for 
being rich, or for having a sense of acquisition. "Living with 
art" used to mean giving the electric circuits of society just 
as much extra voltage as they would bear. Today, if it means 
anything, it means severing those circuits at the source with a

Municipalities that have become pollution-conscious to 
the extent of forbidding burning are now beginning to think 
about taking the logical next step of buying or leasing such 
composting machinery and setting up a program to collect 
fallen leaves and similar materials. Once composted (properly 
managed, this process does not provide a breeding ground 
for flies and rats as is sometimes claimed) the end product 


can be distributed to local parks and golf course or home 
owners. 

Some over-enthusiastic promoters of municipal compost- 
ing plans are likely to speak of the end product as fertilizer. 
This is not quite true, since garden debris is actually rather 
low in fertility and inclined to be acid as well. Being purely 
and simply humus, it is an ideal soil builder but needs the ad- 
dition of lime and a complete fertilizer to do its job of turning
